Assaying Silver Ore. 
The recent discovery of silver ore near 
Fort Hope has caused considurable inquiry 
to be mada respectiii!,' the best mode of ex- 
tracting llio silver from the ore. Bo.sides, 
from various points north on the inaiulaiul 
as well as on tliis Island, specimens ol 
silver ore have been obtained. One speci- 
men from the Fort Simpson region that wo 
have seen, on being assayed, proved far 
richer than the assays of the Greeqwood 
lead. The existence within British territory 
of valuable leads of silrer ore being a mat- 
ter placed entirely beyond doubt, we extract 
from ihe'San Francisco Alta two modes for 
the eitrabtion of the 'silver, which, as a de- 
scription of the latest as well as the most 
primitive process, cannot fail to be of gen- 
eral interest ut the present juncture. Much 
doubtrbas been raised in California as to the 
genuineness of the San Francisco assays. 
It has been asserted there that of two 
samples from the same lead one yielded a 
large per ccntage of silver, whilst the other 
yielded nothing. Whether the fault of 
samples or aasayers, is not clear. The pro- 
cess, however, which we publish will, we pre- 
sume enable the silver miner to test the ore, 
and Ihus forma correct estimate of its value 
for himself. Both the gentlemen who have 
written on assaying silver to the Alia are 
German miners, trained, to the business ; 
therefore wliat they set forth is deserving of 
every consideration. Mr. G. Kastel treats 
of a new mode of extracting the silver, cal- 
led the MaoCulloch process. He says : 

I had an opportunity lo examine one of 
the metalliferous bricks, a.s prepared in iMr. 
McCuIloch's process. The mixture con- 
sists, as it is said, of 2,000 pounds ol ore, 
IGO pounds of sawdust, 160 pounds of char- 
coal, and 100 pounds of clay. The speci- 
men 1 had contained coal instead of char- 
coal. These bricks were exposed to the 
fire for six hours. 

According to the general opinion, the 
piincipal ooject of the operation is, to con- 
vert the silver out ol its original combina- 
tion into the metallic state. Thi.s has to be 
done by the aition of sawdust and coal. It 
seems that the carbon will protect the silver 
antl 'SUlphur against oxidation, the sulphur 
is carried off by dissolution, partly in com- 
bination with some products of burning 
sawdust and coal, and leaves the silver in 
a metallic state. 

That, 01- a similar theory, may be proved 
by an expeiiment in a pro|)er retort, or on a 
srnall scale, where the management is en- 
tirely 111 <iiie's control ; but if the mixture is 
exposed to a draft, when a part of undecom- 
po.sed air comes in contact with the bricks, 
we get a very diflereiit result. One pari of 
the sjlpbur is turned into sul|)liuric acid, 
and the silver to a sulphate. If the heat 
increases to a relatively high degree, a great 
part of the sulphate will be decomposed, 
leaving silver Us iiii o.sidc. Trie same re- 
mark vvill apply 10 the copper, only that the 
decomposition takes place at a lower heat. 

The proporlion of sulphate of silver, and 
tho metallic gold and silver (including the 
oxide of silver) in that piece of metalliferous 
brick, which 1 examined, is interesting to 
all who are eiit,'ayed in experiments with 
that method, becaiisi; the e.vlrat-tioii of silver 
has to bo regi.lated according lo its nature 
in the ore. There were 51) parts of silver in 
the sulphate, and 24 parts of gold and silver 
in metallic and oxidi/ed condition. 

1 am sure that this proportion may bo very 
dilierent in diilorent bricks, accordiii;^ lo tlie 
circumstances in burning ; but it sho-vs 
plainly what a delicate opeiaiioii the toa-iuig 
procens in, and what lossof silver Iho further 
operation is e.vpused lo. If all the silver 
could be brought into one or the other con- 
dllioii, then it were all right ; but ono half 
of it is soluble in water, and the other in 
a nintallic state and iiiscdublf. 

Mr. Lewis Wollwidiber wiites to tho Jlla, 
in reply ton writer from Washoe who staled 
that tho Mexicans succeeded in extracting 
more silver, by melling tho ores in an adobe 
furnace, than the San Franoisoo assayers 
hud made from the same ores in their as- 
saya; but he denies the assertion of the 
Vfashoe writer, and gave the following very 
primitive Mexican process adapted only to 
very rich ores : 

When itio Mexicans have rieli silver ores 
—only rich ores will pay— which lliuy iiilenil 
to lake thiuugli the process of melting, ur 
tntalgamation, they prepare them for the 
same by a very primltivo, costly, and d«- 
foctivo roaslin;^. 

'I'liu |)lilvi'n/i'il oie is mixed (ul hhilttiii 
with piilvcrizeil tdiarr.oal, with sawdnsl, (il 
it cuii t)0 had,) or dry mi,! criiiilhled diiiig ol 
horned entile. They aild so iiuicli ehiy anil 
water as necussuiy ; mix it well, and foini 
balls of about three iimhes diameter, nnil 
leave tbeiti for leveral days in the sun, till 
■ tbay are quits dry. Whon they prepare for 



melting, ihey add often native sesqui-carbo- 
nate of soda. From these balls they form a 
coiio of about two feet diameter, ;ind tho 
sama height, filling the intervals between 
the balls with small iiieees uf the above 
named dung. Now begins the building of 
the kiln of bricks or adobes. A circle ol 
them is laid at a distance of three inches 
around the base of the said cone, leaving an 
open space of four inches between the ends 
"of the bricks. Iii this way circles of bricks 
are laid, ono upon another, to the height of 
four to six inches above the pointof the cone, 
forming a circular perpendicular wall, with 
as many pigeon holes as brick?, were used. 
The upper empty part of the kiln is now 
filled ill the same way as the cone was buill, 
and the whole covered . wilh , oharooal or 
dung, and set oh fire. 

It is very obvious that only small quanti- 
ties of ore can be roasted in this way. 

The above furnace is in proportion to tho 
roasting- apparatus. The dimensions are 
generally two and a half to three feet higlij 
and one and a half by one foot wide. The 
fiiriiaee stands a campaign of two days, and 
if the adobes are of the best quality, il may 
stand three days. The poor Mo.tican miners 
w:jo reduce their ores in this way, grind their 
slacks afterwards, and wash out what metal- 
lic particles they can obtain by that imper- 
fect operation. 

In order to follow either process, the ores 
must be pulverised first. A good mortar 
will answer that purpose, and with charcoal, 
sawdust, and clay— all of which are easily 
obtained at Fort Hope— metalliferous bricks 
may be made, and the Greenwood and Em- 
pire leads be thus thoroughly and speedily 
prospecteil. 

Should any of our readers be in possession 
of information respecting the most approved 
piocesses of testing or assaying silver ores, 
we would be glad if furnished with it, to lay 
it before the public. 



Sudden Dkatu;— On Thursday evening 
a Chinaman died under the following cir- 
cumstances: The deceased, with three or 
four of his friends, who live in a small house 
beyond the ravine, appeared unusually hap- 
py and cheerful during all the day and up 
to nine o'clock in the evening. About this 
time they all went to bed. Soon after he 
retired the other inmales lieard a noise pro- 
ceeding from his room. They lighted a 
candle, proceeded to his bedroom, and found 
him with jaws rigidly contracted, the fore- 
arm-< partially uplifted, and in convulsions. 
He died in half an hour afterwards. Intel- 
ligence was conveyed to Dr. Dickson, the 
Coroner, yesterday, of the occurrence, who 
at once instituted a searching inquiry, in 
order to determine whellier there were any 
•.'rounds for supposing thai there had been 
foul play in the premises; but having satis- 
tied himself that death resulted from npo- 
ple.vy, he declined holding an inquest. The 
deceased came down from the mines about 
a week ago, and intended returning by the 
next boat. The body was interred last 
evening by his Chinese friends. 

SiLVKR Claims.— Inquiry has been mada 
in reference to the size of a silver claim in 
Uritish Columbia. Nothing very definite 
we believe has yet been settled upon by 
the government. Mr. O'Keilly at Fori 
Hope has however made one hundred feet 
the length of a claim with an additional 
fifty to the party who makes tho discovery. 
This is rather too small; we would there- 
fore suggest that at least two hundred feet 
be the size, with the right to a discoverer lo 
hold two claims. In Washoe mine,? such 
is the rule, wilh the proviso that il must bo 
worked. The proviso is so important that 
it .should not be overlookeil here — and thus 
allow valuable discoveries to be looked up 
for an indefinite pi.-rioil. 

Wiiui.n.s'r Swr.AU, a.nviiow.— Michael 
Martin coinidained of a Queen Charlotte 
Island Indian for having broken a looking- 
oluss. Tho Indian was arrested, and yes- 
terday niorning appeared in the police 
court to answer lo tho charge. Tho com- 
plainanl was asked to take the customary 
oath, but ho declined doing so. When 
usked if ho was not a Christian, he replied 
yes, but that ha had slatted out in life de- 
t( riiiineil never to toke an oath, and be hai 
never yet done so and never would. His 
honor iiislaiitly dismissed tho OBSe. 

U.N I'l.KASANT. — A young gentleman while 
outriding yesterday nu)riiinK,in the vicinity 
of Cluv(!r I'oint, was considerably surprised 
al having his caj) suddenly lifted from his 
head and cast lo the giound. Upon an ox- 
iimiiniiioii, he discovered that it had boon 
perforated by a rifle ball, fired by some 
man who was shooting at some object on 
the beach. Tho gentleman made haste to 
town, fearing, no doubt, that he might lo«n 
his head, in addition to hia cap, if he etoyod 
much longer, . • ■

She was scarcely out of sight, when three 
men who were working on the wharf, were 
fired at by Indians three times, and one 
ball pas.sed close to one of the men's ear. 
The men at once beat a retreat, and could 
scarcely be got to work there again, until 
they wore assured that the Indians had left. 
They arc tho same Indians who left Victoria 
the other day. It is really loo bad to allow 
these savages their arms until they pass this 
place, fur wo are quite unprotected. They 
were told to leave, but they sr-.id tliey would 
leave when they were ready. They know 
our defenceless position well and 1 have no 
doubt will take advantage of it. A. 

Whisk V in the Bush.— A couple of gen- 
tlemen, while out walking on McKonzio's 
road, last evening, came upon a parly of four 
Indians, each one of whom had under his 
charge a ten-gallon keg of whisky. A mod- 
ern philosopher has estimated that to every 
gallon of whisky consumed there is one 
fight; consequently, there were just forty 
fights, and possibly one or two murders, in 
that lot of langle-leg.

House of Asaembly 



Friday, August 17, 1860. 
The House met al lialf-pasl three o'clock. 
Present — Speaker Helmckon, and Messrs. 
Foster, Coles, Green, Gordon, Gary, Fraiik- 
liu, McDonald, VVaddiugton, Tolraie, and 
Crease. 

Mr. Gordon, Irom the Election Committee, 
said that in the opinion of the committee, 
the person who lost the case of De Cosmos 
vs. Franklin, would have to pay the costs. 

Mr. Waddington said there were no olher 
expenses to pay but that ot clerk— eacli 
par^, paid his own counsel. 

The Speaker agreed with Mr. A7adding- 
ton. 

The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole on the bill to improve the streets 
of the town of Victoria, Mr. Waddington in 
the chair. 

Mr. Cary offered the following section :— 
That the Executive advertise three times in 
some newspaper or newspapers published 
in the colony for tenders— the work to be 
given to the lowest bidder. 

Mr. Helmcken proposed as an addition 
that the contractors bo compelled to keep 
to work in repair for 12 months. 

The Chairman was of opinion that si.\ 
months was a long enough time for the 
contractors to engage to keep the work in 
repair. 

The following addition was made to Mr. 
Cary's prtposition : " The contract shall be 
for making the improvements, as well as 
for keeping Dermanent improvements rande 
under the act in good repair," which was 
adopted. ' yi,, 

Mr. Cary proposed the following clause 
The Executive shall not expend more than 
the sum of £2000 in carrying out the pro- 
visions of tills act. Carried. 

Mr. Franklin hopti.! to see certificates or 
scrip issued to the contraclors after the work 
is completed — otherwise it might cost 25 
per cent. more. 

Mr. Cary opposed the system of scrip. 
Put a clause in the bill allowing the Gov- 
ernor to borrow i'iOUO. He will then go 
into the market and secure the amount at 
lovr rates of interest; but if we issue scrip 
to contractors, we shall have to pay roundly 
for the credit thus j(iven us. 

The Chairman agreed with Mr. Cary's 
views. It certainly was ihe most economi- 
cal plan. 

Mr. Franklin wished to see the chaiii- 
gang employed on the work of breaking 
sioae to macadamize the streets. 

The Chairman believed the convicts 
might better be employed breaking stone 
fur the streeLi than in tilling up Ihe harbor 
— as tlit'y are at present. 

Mr. Foster was opposed to the system of 
putting convict labor against that of free 
men. The effect of the chain-gang working 
in our .streets was very bad. The control of 
the convicts should be left as at present,' in 
the haiuLs of the Execullve and the jiolioe 
commi.».iioiier. Ktwp tlieni lo work hn-iik- 
ing .Hloiie ; but do imi put iherii to woik in 
the atreetn. 

Mr. Franklin replied that he was not ex- 
J)restilIl^ own ii|:iiiion, tuit thai ul lii-< 
ctiii.'^titiieiils. wlien hu liivoriHl iht; ch;iin-jiiiii- 
inovernenl ; he was satisfied his consliliienls 
fully agreed with hiscoutse. ' ' 

The following is the substanofe" of the 
I'laii.-'eH agreed upon: 

Tfiat a tax of five-eighgts of one per cent, 
on the market value of real estate within thu 
elecloral limits of the town of Victoria; 
piison labor is lo by employed al the discre- 
tion ot the Kxeculive ; liie tax is to levied 
and collected at the same time an ihe culu- 
nial revenue; the tax, when collectt'cl, is to 
be paid into the treasury us a special fund ; 
the treasurer is erw powered to raise a loan ot 
X2(W)0, to bo borrowed in such sums a* the 
irna'iiirtir may dei?m proper, and at the low- 
rales of iiilerest possible; Ilie loiiii \s lo 
be repaid by the 31st day of May, 18G1. 

The committee here rose and reported 
progress, and th« House adjourned to Mon- 
day, at 3 o'clock, ?. M. 

Badly I.nji/hed. — A man, whoso name 
we could not learn, while driving a horse 
and dray along Government street, near 
Pandora, yesterday afternoon, \was thrown 
ffom the vehicle by the horse suddenly 
abying at some article in the street, and re- 
ceived some very severe injuries in th*- 
heacl'. Dr. Trimble dressed the unfortL 
nate man's wounds, and he was conveyed lo 
the Royal Hospital. The extent of his 
injuries are not yet known. 

A Great Movkmbnt im. Soda Watbr.— 
Yesterday morning,' a horse attached to 
Phillips' soda water wagon took fright on 
Yates street, and dashed around the corner 
of Qovemmeni street at full speed. lie was 
Anally stopped in front of tliu Colonist 
• ofBce, but not until a largo number of bot- 
tles of soda water had been broken, and the 
contents mingled with tlio dust of the 
street. _ 

Snellino. — This man, convicted of man- 
slaughter in the Court of Assizes, and sen- 
tenced to four years' irn|irisoiimoni, with 
bard labor, was ycslcnlay morning put to 
work in tho chain-gang. Ho is delighted 
with what he consider.s his narrow escape 
from death, and speaks in terms of gratitiido 
and praise of his counsel and the t^hiuf Jus- 
tice. Snelling in a very lucky man. 

— Thocasoofnssaull, 
preferred against tho Captain of tho bark 
Grecian, will be heard this morning before

WKAiiTH o>" Old iloMANs. — Tho debt of 
A. Milo amounted to about S28,n00,0fl0 ; 
Julius Caisar, when setting out lor Spain, is 
reported to have said himself that he was 
810,000,000 worse than iiuihing. When he 
lirst entered Rome, after crossing the Rubi- 
con, ho took from the public treasury 
85,500,000, but at the end of the civil war 
put over §24,000,000 in it. He purchased 
the friendship of Curio with a bribe of over 
82,500,000, and of the Consol-L. Paulus 
with half that sum. Crassus was' worth in 
real estate over SS, 000,000, and about as 
much in money, fiirniiiire and slave.^. Sen- 
eca was worth over S20,000,000. Leiituliis, 
the augur, Sl(i,O0(),U0U. Auiiuatus raised, 
by the testament of his friends, neady 
8191,000.000. Tiberius left at hi.'! death 
nearly 8109,000,000, which Caligula spent 
in less than one year ; and Vespassian, at 
liis accession, said lie required for the sup- 
port of the State over 81,614,000,000. 
Nevertheless, though greatly enriched by 
conquests, imperial Home never came into 
the full inheritance of the chief wealth of 
the East, and the larger quantities ot the 
precious melals have remained excluded 
from the calculations of ancient historians.
